New York, Jan. 3.—Juan T. Burns, 
Carranza consul general here, was to- 
flay arrested, charged with being con- 
cerned in a conspiracy to ship arms and 
ammunition to Vera Cruz in violation 
of President Wilson's embargo procla- 
mation of October, 1915. 


Three indictments have been brought 
again-st Burns, it was learnel. 
Aside 
from the alleged conspiracy to violate 
tlie president's proclamation the de- 
fendant is accused also of deceiving 
the 
customs 
authorities 
by 
falsely 
manifesting ammunition shipments as 
hardware. 


The arrest, made by special agents of 
the department of justice, is the out- 
come of a raid on the offices of an im- 
porting and exporting company oper- 
ated here recently by Mexicans and of 
the 
arrest 
subsequently 
of a 
man 
named Reuben Mier at Houston, Texas. 
Mier was formerly employed here in 
the Mexican consulate. 
Burns prior to 
coming to New York about one year 
ago as consul genei-al for the Carranza 
government, 
was 
representative 
of 
Gen. Carranza and consul for his gov- 
ernment at Galveston, Texas, having 
been sent there from El Paso shortly- 
after the present Mexican government 
be^canle a factor in the affairs of the 
nation. 
He succeeded as consul gen- 
eral in New York, Dr. Alfredo Oatureg- 
li, now 
financial 
representative 
here 
of the Carranza government.

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BIG BRITISH PORTS 


Holland Liner Passengers 
Tell of Their Narrow 
Escapes. 


New York, Jan. 3,—Passengers ar- 
riving here on the Holland-American 
line steamer .Nieuw Amsterdam, say 
that German mines containing excep- 
tionally 
high explosives have 
been 
planted close to all the large harbors 
in England, Scotland and Wales. They 
pointed to the experience of the Nieuw 
Amsterdam and their own narrow es- 
capes as confirmation. 


Upon her arrival off the harbor of 
Falmouth, England, from Rotterdam, 
a British trawler was sent out of Fal- 
mouth to sweep the channel for the 
entrance 
of 
the 
Dutch 
ship. 
The 
trawler struck a mine and was blown 
to 
bits, 
seven 
of 
her 
crew 
of 
twelve being 
killed. 
The 
trawlers 
then preceded the Nieuw Amsterdam, 
dragging the channel. 
The wreckage 
of the trawler that was blown up was 
scattered about the harbor mouth as 
the steamship 
passed 
in. 
Captain 
Baron said the mines were laid only 
half a mile off the actual entrance to 
Falmouth harbor. 


The passengers heard that the mine 
planting wa.s started two weeks ago, 
prior to the order of the 
admiralty 
forbidding the announcement by Brit- 
ish firms in this country of the sailing 
and arrival of vessels. 
They asserted 
that the mines were anchored instead 
of being set adrift promiscuously in 
the war zone about the British Isles 
and that submarines 
with 
compart- 
ments for divers were used in laying 
them. 


The channel ports of Southampton, 
Plymouth and Falmouth were said to 
be mined outside 
first.

gers heard that mines were placed off 
Thamsehaven at the mouth of 
the 
Thames to catch vessels bound for

Slayer of Philadelphia Ar- 
tist's Model is Not Yet 
Apprehended. 


Philadelphia, 
Jan. 
3.—Detectives 
assigned to unravel the tangle of clues 
that have been advanced in the effort 
to find out who murdered Maizie A, 
Colbert in her apartment 
here 
last 
week 
were 
busy 
today 
examining 
many men who were acquainted with 
the young woman. 


Despite the statements of the cap- 
tain of the city detectives that in his 
belief the fair manicurist was beaten 
and strangled by a degenerate, there 
are 
persistent 
unconfirmed 
reports 
that a wealthy Voung man from up 
state has not yet been entirely cleared 
of suspicion of knowing 
something 
about the murder. 
Captain of Detec- 
tives Tate .however, said the young 
man in question is not watned by the 
police and that he has cleared himselí 
to the satisfaction of the detectives. 
Captain Tate said the man, who was 
an admirer of Miss Colbeert and was 
generous Avith presents and 
money, 
gave a satisfactory account of himself 
last Friday, the day the murder is be- 
lieved to have occurred. 


Questioned 
regarding 
his 
theory 
that a degenerate had killed Miss Col- 
bert, Captain 
Tate 
answered, "that 
theory still looks like the best of all." 
Captain Ttate said the woman 
had 
been hit on the head apparently as she 
tried to raise a Avindow in her living 
room to shout for help. 
The window 
sill is stained with blood. 
The man's 
shirt found in the bed room was blood- 
soaked on the right side as if the 
wearer had carried the woman. 
There 
is other evidence to bear out the the- 
ory 
that the woman was assaulted, 
Captain Tate said, 


"I'm not so certain there was a 
desperate 
fight 
preceding the 
mur- 
der," the captain said. 
"It is evident, 
in any event, that the fight did not last 
long, because the janitor's wife and 
persons living directly opposite 
her 
apartment heard no noise." 


One of the theories discounted by 
the police was that the murder may 
have been the result of an attempt to 
blackmail one of Miss Colbert's^ ad- 
mirers.

JUDGE HELLER 


PASSES AWAY 


Veteran Decatur Ijawyer Dies Tues- 


day at the Arc of Seventy- 


Seven Years. 


Decatur, Ind., Jan. 3.—Judge Daniel 
D. Heller died Tuesday evening at his 
home in this city at the age of 77 years. 
Death followed 
an 
illness 
of three 
weeks and was due to a stroke of apo- 
plexy. 
Judge Heller was one of the 
best and most widely known lawyers 
of northern Indiana and was judge of 
the A d a m s circuit court for twelve 
years, and served as mayor for one 
term. 


The deceased was born in Bowers- 
town, Ohio, March 29, 1839, and was 
reared on his father's farm. 
After 
completing his common school edu- 
cation he entered the New 
Hagers- 
town academy and 
graduated 
from 
this institution when he was twenty 
years of age. 
He taught school sev- 
eral 
winters 
in Ohio counties and 
spent the summers reading law. 
He 
was admitted to the bar in 1863 and 
three years later came to Decatur. 
In 
1872 he was named school examiner of 
Adams county. 
W h e n the office of 
county superintendent was created he 
served as the first superintendent of 
Adams county. 


He held the latter office eighteen 
months, resigning to give his whole 
attention to the practice of law. 
In 
March, 1881, he formed a partnership 
which was known as Heller and Hoop- 
er. 
This firm existed for eight years. 
In 1885 he was chosen mayor of De- 
catur and in 1888 he was elected Judge 
of the Twenty-sixth judicial district. 
He served continuouslj' until Novem- 
ber 24. 1901. 


When he was succeeded as Judge 
by Judge R. K. Erwin, he formed a 
law partnership with his son, H. B. 
Heller and later included J. C. Sutton.

Henry to Lawson to Henry. 


To the casual occupant of the top seat on the bleachers, that 
llcnry-to-Lawson-to-Henry exchange in Washington on the subject of 
the "leak" of inside governmental information appears decidedly 
like an attempted double play that failed. Is the whole thing to blov/ 
up in a fiasco out of which Mr. Lawson is going to harvest a lot of 
^coveted publicity in addition to his stock deal profits, while the men 
who are alleged to have peddled government information escape! 


The Boston financier, it will be recalled, frankly admitte(Fthat it 
had been possible for hiin to gather in some millions of profits on a 
. quick stock turn because of the fact that advance information re- 
farding the president's purpose to send a peace proposal to the war- 
ring powers had ''leaked"; that government attaches in Washington 
had violated a sacred trust by peddling the information, and that 
something of the same sort but even bigger was yet in store. When 
Eepresentative Wood, of Indiana, arose majestically and insisted on a 
congressional inquiry, Mr. Lawson declared that down in their hearts 
members of congress did not relish the prospect of an inquiry—that 
that, in fact, was about the last thing they did desire. 


Mr. Lawson was summoned to Washington, and he conferred 
with Representative Henry, chairman of the house rules committee, 
the presumption being that he was to divulge the source of his in- 
formation and supply evidence on which the inquiry might reason- 
ably hope to prove effective. At the end of it, Chairman Henry an- 
jiouuced that there was lamentable lack of substantial information in 
-thc-revclations of Mr, LaAvson, and that the Boston man purposed set- 
ting the rules committee chairman at the unenviable task of chasing 
a mirage. From Mr. LaAvson comes the counter-assertion that he sup- 
plied ample information on which congress might proceed, but that 
there was no inclination in Washington to proceed unless the "leak-i 
makers" and the beneficiaries cojifesscd in advance; that he had been 
ill Washington until he was tired and that he was going home because 
there was "absolutely nothing doing." It is evident that if the coun- 
try is going to he sjiVed in this emergency, it is up to Representative 
Wood, of Lafayette, Ind., to dash heroically into the breach and 
xnake good on his declaration that he would stand for nothiii^ less 
than a thorough congressional look into this thing.

the Right to Kick I

While it is not for the enlisted man 
to protest against the service in which 
he is engaged, 'at-.the same time, there 
can be little public sympathy with the 
viewpoint of army officers or guard 
officers who scoff at the protesting en- 
listed men and miscall the rank and 
file "mollycoddles." 
The Eighth Ohio 
regiment sent forth a "round robin" 
signed by 800 enlisted men, in which a 
protest was made against border ser- 
vice, an«l»a deniand was made that the 
command be sent home. 
No doubt the 
men who signed the protest will regret 
the act. 
No doubt it was ill advised 
and improper. 
Yet there is small pa- 
tience with the arrogance and scorn 
displayed by comfortably paid 
com- 
missioned officers v/ho denounce the 
dissatisfied enlisted men. 
These hun- 
dreds of enlisted men are serving at 
considerable personal pacrifice, for $15 
a month. 
They are unwilling because 
they are weary of sacrificing 
them- 
selves without apparent purpose. 
The 
commissioned officers, on 
the 
other 
hand, are as a rule entirely willing to 


accept good pay and border service. It 
is not necessary to condemn the pi-i- 
vate who gets $15 a month because he 
chafes under the .sacrifice he is com- 
pelled to make. 
It is scarcely in place 
for the well-paid commissioned officer 
to criticise too harshly the enlisted 
man who makes a kick against injus- 
tice.

Many Shipments Are Denied 
Entrance Into America 
Nowadays, 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 3.—That in- 
creased "vigilance on the part of of- 
ficials in charge of the enforcement of 
the food and drug act is required by 
conditions brought about by the Euro- 
pean war to prevent shipment into the 
United States of adulterated and mis- 
branded foods and drugs is shown by 
the report of the chief of the bureau of 
chemistry. Just published. 
While the 
volume of imported foods and drags 
has decreased since the outbreak of the 
war, the variety of grades has 
in- 
creased. Likewise the number of ship- 
ments in proportion to the quantity is 
larger, for it is no^v necessary for im- 
porters to get from many sources the 
supplies which previously could be ob- 
tained from one place. 
One Importer 
may bring in twenty small shipments 
all obtained in different places and of 
varying degrees of purity where previ- 
ously he would have brought in the 
same quantity in one shipment of uni- 
form quality. 
This makes it necessary 
for the inspectors to look out for and 
examine twenty shipments instead of 
one. 


T-he high prices prevailing for cer- 
tain products which can be obtained 
only from abroad, particularly spices 
and crude drugs, has increased 
the 
temptation to adulterate. According to 
the chief chumist's report shipments 
of 
coriander, 
fennel, 
celery, 
anise. 
cumin.'^Chinese and Indian mustard, 
senna leaves, chinchona. ipecac and 
other products were iound to be adul- 
terated, and were denied entry into this 
country. Many shipments of medicines 
were found to be misbranded, 
the 
labels containing false or fraudulent 
claims as to the curative powers, and 
such -shipments were detained 
until 
the misbranding was corrected. Amorjg 
other articles of food found to be in 
violation of the law may be mentioned 
decomposed tomato pastes and pi-o- 
ducts, spoiled sardjnes, wormy olives, 
olive oil, pepper, macaroni and bev- 
erages. 
Special attention was given lo 
milk imported from Canada into the 
New England states. 
There was a 
niarked improvement in the 
whole- 
someness of this milk during the year 
owing to the exclusion of shipments oi 
contaminated milk produced under in- 
sanitary conditions.

Peshawar, Northwest Frontier Pro- 
vince, India, Nov. 
11.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated 
Press.)—The 
Mohmands, an independent and ever- 
turbulent tribe whose country borders 
on administered British territory in 
this region, having made themselves 
generally 
objectionable 
during 
the 
last few months, have come in for 
considerable attention at the hands of 
the British recently. 
The latest phase 
of the punishment being meted out 
occurred 
today when 
thousands 
of 
troops engaged in a drive which re- 
sulted in the rounding up for intern- 
ment 
of 
400 
Mohmands who were 
scattered in villages just inside the 
provincial domains. 


The Mohmands have always been 
among the most troublesome of the 
tribesmen living in the 
independent 
territory between the Northwest pro- 
vince and Afghanistan. 
A year ago 
they made raids and committed mur- 
ders in the Peshawar districts. Finally 
they were forbidden to enter the pro- 
vince to trade. 
Angered by this they 
began to threaten war and 
several 
fights actually did take place. 
At this 
time there were a large number of 
Mohmands living on British territory. 
After the declaration of hostilities by 
their brothers at home, most of these 
government guests were sent across 
the border. 


Airplanes Amaze. 


Sir George Roos-Keppel. chief com- 
missioner for the Northwest frontier 
province, then put up along the Moh- 
mand border a line of barbed wire en- 
tanglements intersected with strorigly 
guarded blockhouses. The government 
of India at the same time imported a 
number of airplanes, the first ever 
seen in this part of the world, and 
manned theni with ^perienced avia- 
tors fresh from the western theater of 
war. 
For a time these new methods 
of warfare puzzled and worried the 
Mohmands and they kept to their hills, 
but recently they became more bold, 
and under cover of night succeeded 
in cutting the barbed wire at one or 
two 
Places 
and 
committed 
small 
thefts. 
Then it was that Sir George 
Rops-Keppel played his trump card 
by'ordering the installation of a live 
wire which has been slung along the 
whole Mohmand frontier, a distance of 
about seventeen miies. 
The fact that 
the wire carries 4,500 volts and means 
instant death to any one touching it, 
has become known to the tribes and 
at . present they are contenting them 
selves with holding powwows in the 
mountains and making threats. 


Drive is Unique. 


Today's drive is taid to be unique to 
this .section of the world. 
"Baramta" 
Is the name the natives give it, this 
being Hindustan 
for "reprisal." 
It 
was the privilege of a correspondent of 
the Associated Press to ride with the 
tioops and witness this unusual hunt 
.which was for the purpose of rounding 
up all Mohmands of 
fighting 
age who 
had not previously been driven across 
the border. 
The baramta was divided 
iJifO two sections; one being in the nar- 
row angle formed by two branches of 
the Kabul river and the other between 
one of these branches and the barbed 
Avire entanglement which forn^s a junc- 
tion with the river at the point where it 
,divide!3. 
The river and the wires thws 
made two V shaped traps toward «he 
point of which the drive was conduct- 
ed, nothing in its path being able ^o 
escape, 
for 
the 
Mohmands 
could 
neither swim the river or force thair 
way through the guarded barbed wire. 
Several battalions of infantry and a 
large number of Indian cavalry took 
part in the hunt, wlilch began about 
ten miles below the apex of the trin. 
A solid line of troops was 
thrown 
across, forming a trifingl^ whose baye 
ever 
moved 
forwai-a, 
gathering 
in 
everything in its way. The ground was 
level but broken by the hundreds of ir- 
rigation ditches and 
great 
fields 
of 
growing sugar cane. 
In addition num- 
erous villages lay ' « the path and 
T1 
these had to be invaded and thorough- 
ly searched. 
It was a curious sight to 
i:ee the scores of Mohmands scurrying 
hke rabbits for the cover of the cane 
fields and villages ahead of the advanc- 
ing troops. 
Straight through the heavT 
barrier of cane with 
its razor 
like 
blades, went the Tommies and lancers', 
emerging on the other with their catch 
of Mohmands, who were herded to- 
gether under guard and brought along 
in the rear. 
The villages were more 
difficult for there the hunted concealed 
themselves in 
all manner 
of 
queer 
places. 
But one and all they were dug- 
out of their hiding places. 
For 
the 
most part the Mohmands gave no trou- 
ble beyond trying to escape. 
The 409 
. Mohmands 
were 
brought 
back 
to 
Peshawar, from v/i» ch place they wore 
to be sent to an interment camp until 
more peaceful times.

Seven strips of land, involving many 
acres, and distributed in all parts of 
Fort Wayne, will be purchased

park sites if the latest purposed park 
law is passed by the state legislature. 


The law provides that the whole citj' 
be made into one park district; that 
all property

be 
taxed for all improvements 
to

parking system and that a period of

Plans for lifting the Pennsylvania 
railroad tracks over Hanna and La- 
fayette sti eets were approved by the 
board of works

engineer, 
Tuesday afternoon. 
Cost of the im- 
provement, in the immediate region 
of the two streets, will be $319,000, 
according to figures submitted by the 
railroad company. 


Wabash railroad will be asked to 
submit their plans for the saine sub- 
ways at once. 
They will carry their 
single track over llanna .street at an 
elevation of three feet above the low- 
est of the three Pennsylvania lines. 
Expense to the W a b ^ h railroad is es- 
timated at $200,000. 


Action on the subway is expected to 
move rapidly from now on. 
Wabash 
officials have said that they will not 
object to their part of the plan, to ele- 
vate over the two streets. 
The two 
sets of plans are expected to be re- 
ferred to the city council within two 
weeks. Special council session may be 
called when the plans are ready. 


Work 
will 
be 
carried on rapidly 
after the city approves the measure. 
Excavating should be under way early 
in the spring, officials believe. 
The 
task will be a stupendous one, as the 
marked elevation of the four track 
lines will mean a fill for many rods, 
in order to establish gentle grades for 
the railroad lines. 


Pefinsylvania plans, adopted Tues- 
day, are a compromise measure be- 
tween the railroad and city. 
Neither 
party obtained the exact grade they 
asked for at first. The adopted plans 
are the fourth set of blue prints sub- 
mitted by the railroad company. They 
agree to raise 
their 
tracks 
a foot 
higher at Hanna street than they pro- 
vided in their third set of figures and 
lines.

voted to Belgium is intended expressly 
for the American people.

the answer is regarded as the stiffest 
and most brusque possible and to bo 
couched in in.sulting and calumnating 
terms never before seen in an inter- 
nation.il document.

pers agree the only answer the cen- 
tral powers can give is with the sword; 
that the war must be ct>ntinued until 
the allies themselves sue for peace.

last nine years city .satistician. 


On the third floor, around a long 
oa ktable 
covered 
with charts 
and 
records, the city council finance com- 
mittee, face to face with the task of 
drafting 
an 
appropriation 
bill 
for 
1917 
with an income of 
$4.000,000 
short of what it was this year, had 
acted. 


The aldermen voted to abolish the 
bureau of statistics, and in doing so 
wiped out Colonel Eastman's job, be- 
cause he is the bureau. 
In 
recent 
years his only job has been the prepa- 
ration of the Chicago Manual, a mu- 
nicipal reference book. 


His job had attached to it a salary 
of $3,000 when he was first appointed 
by the late Mayor Busse in 1908, but 
later this was rfluced to $2,000, and 
the office has been regarded more as 
a pension position than a necessary 
one. 


In his tiny office, away from the 
beaten paths of the city hall, the man 
who served as Chicago's 
postmaster 
from 1869 to 1873, who two genera- 
tions ago was a state senator 
and 
who more than half a century ago, as 
a newspaper political writer, recorded 
the birth 
of the 
republican 
party 
and the nomination of Abraham Lin- 
coln in 
the Chicago wigwam, 
was 
told of the committee's action.

Labor Committee Strikes a 
Blow at Contract 
System. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
Jan. 
3.—Com- 
pensation 
for prisoners in 
Indiana 
penal and corrective Institutions and 
the state use system Instead of the 
contract labor system, were 
among 
the recommendations made to Gov- 
ernor Ralston at a meeting of the 
prison labor committee, held in the 
governor's office yesterday. 
The gov- 
ernor was urged to put the recommen- 
dations 
before 
the 
legislature 
for 
action. 
Govemoivelect 
James 
P. 
Goodrich, who attended during part 
of the meeting, declared that he fa- 
vored each of the recommendations 
of the committee. 
The result of the 
work of the committee, which was ap- 
pointed some time ago by the gov- 
ernor, is embodied in the following 
resolutions: 


We do not favor the contract labor 
system in the employment of prison- 
ers. 


We recommend the state use sys- 
tem for the employment of all pris- 
oners. 
By this their labor can be used 
in the production of articles for the 
use of the state. Its institutions and 
political subdivisions, with the right 
to sell surplus products upon the mar- 
ket. 


"We favor the increase of arm fa- 
cilities for such institutions. 


"From our inquiry we are led to 
advise against 
the 
employment of 
prisoners upon the public highways. 
We believe that from the experience 
elsewhere that In this state it is im- 
practicable and undesirable. 
Certain 
prisoners, however, can be successfully j 
employed in the production and prop- \ 
aration of road material. 
| 


"We believe the present system of \ 
employment of prisoners at the In- 
diana woman's prison should be con- 
tinued. 


"We favor some form of compensa- 
tion for prisoners in the above-named 
institution." 


"The contracts for labor in the state 
prison will expire October 1, 1920, and 
the trade school arrangement at the 
reformatory is temporary, so that the 
possibility of idle prisoners confronts 
us seriously," reads the ireport. 
"The 
legislature of 1917 should make some 
provision for their employment." 


Considerable, discussion took place 
at the meeting in which the report 
was submitted.

GERMAN MINES NEAR 


Holland Liner Passengers 


Tell of Their Narrow 


Escapes. 


New Tork, Jan. 3,—Passengers ar- 


riving hero on the Holland-American 
line steamer Nieuw Amsterdam, aay 
that German mines containing excep- 
tionally high explosives have been 
planted close to all the large harbors 
in England, Scotland apd Wales. They 
pointed to the experience of the Nieuw 
Amsterdam and their own narrow es- 
capes as confirmation. 


Upon her arrival olt the harbor of 


Falmouth, England, from Rotterdam, 
a British trawler was sent out of Fal- 
mouth to sweep the channel for the 
entrance of the Dutch ship. 
The 


trawler struck a mine and was blown 
to 
bits, 
seven 
of her crew of 


twelve being killed. 
The trawlers 


then preceded the Nieuw Amsterdam, 
dragging the channel. The wreckage 
of the trawler that was blown up was 
scattered about the harbor mouth as 
the steamship passed in. 
Captain 


Baron said the mines were laid only 
half a mile off the actual entrance to 
Falmouth harbor. 


The passengers heard that the mine 


planting was started two weeks ago, 
prior to the order of the admiralty 
forbidding the announcement by Brit- 
ish firms in this country of the sailing 
and arrival of vessels. They asserted 
that the mines were anchored instead 
of being set adrift promiscuously in 
the war zone about the British Isles 
and that submarines with compart- 
ments for divers were used in laying 
them. 


The channel ports of Southampton, 


Plymouth and Falmouth were said to 
be mined outside first. The passen- 
gers heard that mines were placed off 
Thamsehaven at the mouth of the 
Thames to catch vessels bound for 
London and later the floating bombs 
were placed off Liverpool, Bristol Hull, 
Glasgow, Cardiff and Swansea,

Questioned regarding his theory 


that a degenerate had killed Miss Col- 
bert, Captain Tate answered, "that 
theory still looks like the best of all."

The window 
sill is stained with blood. The man's 
shirt found in the bed room was blood- 
soaked on the right side as if the 
wearer had carried the woman.

JUDGE HELLER 


PASSES AWAY 


Veteran Decatur lawyer Dies Tues- 


day at the ARC of Scventy- 


Seven Years. 


Decatur. Ind.. Jan. 3.—Judge Daniel 


D. Heller died Tuesday evening at his 
home in this city at the age of 77 years. 
Death followed 
an 
illness 
of three 


weeks and was due to a stroke of apo- 
plexy. Judge Heller was one of the 
best and most widely known lawyers 
of northern Indiana and was Judge of 
the Adams circuit court for twelve 
years, and served as mayor for one 
term. 


The deceased was born in Bowers- 


town. Ohio, March 29, 1S3S, and was 
reared on his father's farm. 
After 


completing his common school edu- 
cation he entered the New Hagers- 
town academy and graduated from 
this institution when he 'was twenty 
years of age. He taught school sev- 
eral 
winters 
in Ohio counties and 


spent the summers reading law. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1863 and 
three years later came to Decatur. In 
1872 he was named school examiner of 
Adams county. When the office of 
county superintendent was created he 
served as the first superintendent of 
Adams county. 


He held the latter office eighteen 


months, resigning to give his whole 
attention to the practice of law. In 
March, 1881, he formed a partnership 
which was known as Heller and Hoop- 
er. This firm existed for eight years. 
In 1S85 he was chosen mayor of De- 
catur and in 1888 he was elected judge 
of the Twenty-sixth judicial district, 
lie served continuously until Novem- 
ber 24, 1901. 


"When he was succeeded as judge 


by- Judge R. K. Erwin, he formed a 
law partnership with his son, H- B. 
Heller and later included J. C. Sutton.

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Henry to Lawson to Henry. 


To the casual occupant of the top seat on the bleachers, that 


Hcnjy-to-Lawson-to-Henry exchange in Washington on the subject of 
the "leak" of inside governmental information appears decidedly 
like an attempted double play that failed. Is the whole thing to blov 
up in a fiasco out of ivhich, Mr. Lawson is going to harvest a lot of 
coveted publicity in addition to his stock deal profits, -while the men 
•who are alleged to have peddled government information escape? 


The Boston financier, it will be recalled, frankly admitted that it 


had been possible for him to gather in some millions of profits on a 
quick stock torn because of the fact that advance information re- 
garding the president's purpose to send a peace proposal to the war- 
ring powers had "leaked"; that government attaches in "Washington 
had violated a sacred trust by peddling the information, and that 
liomething of the same sort but even bigger was yet in store. When" 
Bepresentative Wood, of Indiana, arose majestically and insisted on a 
congressional inquiry, Mr. Lawson declared that down in their hearts 
members of congress did not relish the prospect of an inquiry—that 
Uiat, in fact, was about the last thing they did desire. 


Mr. Lawson was summoned to Washington, and he conferred 


with Bepresentative Henry,, chairman, of the house rules committee, 
the presumption being that he was to divulge the source of his in- 
formation and supply evidence on which the inquiry might reason- 
ably hope to prove effective. At the end of it, Chairman Henry an- 
nounced that there was lamentable lack of substantial information in 
the revelations of Mr. Lawson, and that the Boston man purposed set- 
ting the rules committee chairman at the unenviable task of chasing 
a mirage. Prom Mr. Lawson comes the counter-assertion that he sup- 
plied ample information on which congress might proceed, but that 
there was no inclination in Washington to proceed unless the "Icak- 
makcrs" and the beneficiaries confessed in advance: that he had been 
in Washington until he was tired and that ho was going home because 
there was "absolutely nothing doing.'' It is evident that if the coun- 
try is going to he saved in this emergency, it is up to Representative 
Wood, of Lafayette, Ind., to dash heroically into the breach and 
ma>c good on his declaration that he would stand for nothing loss 
than a thorough congressional look into this thing. 


Down at Brazil, this state, is a justice of the peace who is con-

"While it is not for tho enlisted man 


to protest against the service in which 
he is engaged, fit the same time, there 
can be little public sympathy with the 
viewpoint of army officers or guard 
officers who scoff at tho protesting en- 
listed men and miscall the rank and 
file "mollycoddles." The Eighth Ohio 
regiment sent forth a "round robin" 
Kipned by 800 enlisted men, in which a 
protest was made against border ser- 
vice, and a demand was made that tho 
command bo sent home. No doubt tho 
men who signed tho protest will regret 
tho act. No doubt it was ill advised 
and improper. Yet there is small pa- 
tience with the arrogance and scorn 
displayed by comfortably paid com- 
missioned officers v/ho denounce tho 
dissatisfied enlisted men. These hun- 
dreds of enlisted, men are serving at 
considerable personal facrlfice, for $15 
a month. They are unwilling because 
they are weary of sacrificing them- 
selves without apparent purpose. The 
commissioned officers, on the other 
hand, are as a rule entirely willing to 


accept good pay and border service. It 
is not necessary to condemn the pri- 
vate who gets $15 a month because he 
chafes under the sacrifice he is com- 
pelled to make. It Is scarcely in place 
for the well-paid commissioned officer 
to criticise too harshly the enlisted 
man who makes a kick against injus- 
tice.

Many Shipments Are Denied 


Entrance Into America 


Nowadays. 


Washington. D. C, Jan. 3.—That in- 


creased vigilance on the part of of- 
ficials in charge of the enforcement of 
the food and drug act is required by 
conditions brought about by the Euro- 
pean war to prevent shipment into the 
United States of adulterated and mis- 
branded foods and drugs is shown by 
the report of the chief of the bureau of 
chemistry, just published. While tho 
volume of imported foods and drugs 
has decreased since the .outbreak of ihe 
war, the variety of grades has in- 
creased. Likewise the number of ship- 
ments in proportion to the quantity is 
larger, for it is now necessary for im- 
porters to get from many sources the 
supplies which previously could be ob- 
tained from one place. 
One importer 


may bring in twenty small shipments 
all obtained in different places and of 
varying degrees of purity where previ- 
ously he would have brought in the 
same quantity in one shipment of uni- 
form quality. This makes it necessary 
for the Inspectors to look out for and 
examine twenty shipments instead of 
one. 


The high prices prevailing for cer- 


tain products which can be obtained 
only from abroad, particularly spices 
and crude drugs, has Increased the 
ten-.pt3.tior, to adulterate. Aeuuruing iu 
the chief chemist's report shipments 
of coriander, 
fennel.- celery, anise, 


cumin, Chinese and Indian mustard, 
senna leaves, chinchona, ipecac and 
other products were kound to be adul- 
terated, and were denied entry into this 
country. Many shipments of medicines 
were found to be misbranded, the 
labels containing fr.lse or fraudulent 
claims as to the curative powers, and 
such shipments were detained until 
the misbrnndirig wnw corrected. Among 
other articles of food found to be ir 
violation of tho law may be mentioned 
decomposed tomato pastes and pro- 
ducts, spoiled sardines, wormy ollvon, 
olive oil, popper, macaroni and bev- 
erages. Special attention was given to 
ir.llk Imported from Canada into th« 
New England states. 
There wan a 


marked improvement in the whole- 
somcness of this milk during the year 
owing to tho exclusion of shipments of 
contaminated milk produced under In- 
sanitary conditions.

Peshawar, Northwest Frontier Pro- 


vince. India, Nov. 11.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—The 
Mohmands, an independent and ever- 
turbulent tribe whose country borders 
on administered British territory in 
this region, having made themselves 
generally 
objectionable 
during 
the 


last few months, have come in for 
considerable attention at the hands of 
the British recently. The latest phase 
of the punishment being meted out 
occurred today when thousands of 
troops engaged in a drive which re- 
sulted in the rounding up for Intern- 
ment 
of 400 Mohmands who were 


scattered in villages Just inside the 
provincial domains. 


The Mohmands have always been 


among the most troublesome of the 
tribesmen living in the independent 
territory between the Northwest pro- 
vince and Afghanistan. 
A year ago 


they made raids and committed mur- 
ders in the Peshawar districts. Finally 
f JJhey were forbidden to enter the pro- 


vince to trade. Angered by this they 
began to threaten war and several 
fights actually did take place. At this 
time there were a large number of 
Mohmands living on British territory. 
After the declaration of hostilities by 
their brothers at home, most of these 
government guests were sent across 
the •border. 


Airplanes Amaze. 


Sir George Roos-Keppel, chief com- 


missioner for the Northwest frontier 
province, then put up along the Moh- 
mand border a line of barbed wire en- 
tanglements intersected with stron.gly 
guarded blockhouses. The government 
of India at the same time Imported a 
number of airplanes, the first ever 
seen in this part of the world, and 
manned them with experienced avia- 
tors fresh from the western theater of 
war. 
For a time these new methods 


of warfare puzzled and worried the

Plans for lifting tlze Pennsylvania 


railroad tracks over Hanna and La- 
fayette streets were approved by the 
board of works 
and city 
engineer, 


Tuesday afternoon. 
Cost of the im- 


provement, in the immediate region 
of the two streets, will be $319,000, 
according: to figures submitted by the 
railroad company. 


Wabash railroad will be asked to 


submit their plans for the same sub- 
ways at once. 
They will carry their 


single track over Hanna street at an 
elevation of three feet above the low- 
est, of the three Pennsylvania lines. 
Expense to the Wabash railroad is es- 
timated at $200,000. - 


Action on the subway is expected to 


move rapidly from now on. Wabash 
officials have said that they will not 
object to their part of the plan, to ele- 
vate over the two streets. The two 
sets of plans are expected to be re- 
ferred to the city council within two 
weeks.

PAY PRISON INMATES 


Labor Committee Strikes a 


Blow at Contract 


System. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 
3.—-Com- 


pensation 
for prisoners in Indiana 


penal and corrective institutions and 
the state use system Instead of the 
contract labor system, were among 
the recommendations made to Gov- 
ernor Ralston at a meeting of the 
prison labor committee, held In the 
governor's office yesterday. The gov- 
ernor was urged to put the recommen- 
dations before the legislature for 
action. 
Governor-elect James P. 


Goodrich, who attended during part 
of the meeting, declared that he fa- 
vored each of the recommendations 
of the committee. The result of the 
work of the committee, which was ap- 
pointed some time ago by the gov- 
ernor, is embodied in the following 
resolutions: 


"We do not favor the contract labor 


system in the employment of prison- 
ers. 


"We recommend the state use sys- 


tem for the employment of all pris- 
oners. By this their labor can be used 
in the production of articles for the 
use of the state, its institutions and 
political subdivisions, with the right 
to sell surplus products upon the mar- 
ket 


"We favor the Increase of arm fa- 


cilities for such institutions. 


"From our inquiry we are led to 


advise against 
the 
employment of 


prisoners upon the public highways. 
We believe that from the experience 
elsewhere that in this state it is Im- 
practicable and undesirable. 
Certain 


prisoners, however, can be successfully 
employed in the production and prep- ! 
aratlon of road material. 
: 


"We believe the present system of [ 


employment of prisoners at the In- 
diana woman's prison should be con- 
tinued. 


"We favor some form of compensa- 


tion for prisoners in the above-named 
institution." 


"The contracts for labor in the state 


prison will expire October 1, 1920, and 
the trade school arrangomcnt at the 
reformatory is temporary, so that the 
possibility of idle prisoners confronts 
us seriously," reads the report. "The 
legislature of 1917 should make some 
provision for their employment." 


Considerable discussion took place 


at the meeting in which the report 
was submitted.

and now it is b'irth control.' 


"If the women who foment this sex- 


ual agitation are sincere, why don't 
they stick to their text? If the educa- 
tion of youth in masters of procreation 
held the remedy for our moral malad- 
justment, why not have continued the 
propaganda with sustained enthusi- 
asm? 
If marriage for eugenic ends 


was the solution of our mental, physi- 
cal, and moral shortcomings, why did 
not our female protagonists keep up 
the agitation? 


"The answer is found in the fact 


that these 'progressive1 women, are less 
interested in the truth or value of their 
cause than in the opportunity it af- 
fords them for spectacular hustling. 
Birth control presents itself in a new 
sensation with which to challenge pru- 
rient and social mad attention. 


"If the Chicago Woman's club and 


others like it, who see a new oppor- 
tunity for exciting intermeddling in 
matters of sex, really want to do some- 
thing for society anC the race along 
this line, let them direct their eager 
literature to the sterile homes, the un- 
fruitful families, to the end that they 
.may—where physical objections do 
not oppose—return to the normal de- 
mands of reproduction and supply in 
quantity what their quality is not able 
to render."
